Department of Theoloot. 

This, during the past year, hns been exclusively under the super- 
intendence of ibe Rev. Henry Ware, Sen., D. D., Hollis Professor of 
Divinily. 

This branch was pursued in the first term of the Junior year, on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, from X to Xlt, A. M. This extended 
through ihe first term, the class being beard in Divisions an hour 
each, and was continued through the first six weeks of the second 
term. 

In the first term, the study of Paley'a Evidences of Christiaoily 
commenced, and was pursued in recitations, two hours per week by 
lessons of about ten pages each, unlil the end of November, by which 
time the book was finished. The class then entered upon the study 
of Butler's Analogy ; the first part of which was finished by the end 
of the sixth week of the second Term, after which, instruction in 
the branch closed for the Junior year. 

In the second term, Ibe Seniors commenced this branch ; and 
Lectures on the New Testament were given to the whole class by 
the Professor three times a week, viz', on Mondays, Tuesdays, and 
Wednesdays, for one hour each day, an hour before the prayer-hell 
in (he afternoon. The exercises included Questions on the Lecture. 

lustTuctioD in this branch closed with this term. — Besides the 
duties above enumerated. Dr. Ware performed the Chapel morning 
and evening services alternately with the Rev. Henry Ware, Jun.D.D. 
The Sabbath services were performed one half by him, and the other 
half by the Rev. Henry Ware, Jun. and the Rev. John Gorham 
Palfrey, D. D. He also attended exercises in the Theological School 
three afternoons In a week, from one to two hours.

Story on the Constitution of the United States, 

These studies commenced with the Junior year, in Paley's Moral 
Pbilosopby and Stewart's Elements, which were finished by the end 
of the first term.

DSPABTKENT OF MATHEMATICS AND NATURAL PhiLOSOPHT. 

During the past year, the HoUis Professor of Mathematics and 
Natural Philosophy being excused from teaching by recitauons, and 
having relinquished a third part of his salary, instruction in this 
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department was under the superintendence of Benjamin Peirce, 
A. M., UnirersJty Proressor of Mathematics and Natural Phitosophy, 
assisted by Joseph Loveriiig, A. B., Proctor. 

Instruction in this department commenced in the Fruhman year, 
with reciiatioDS from Walker's Geometry, which was completed in 
the first term. Smyth's Algebra, and the Trigonometry and Analytic 
Geometry of the Cambridge Course, occupied the rest of the year. 

Instruction was continued in the Sophomore year, by recitations in 
Topography and ihe Differential and Integral Calculus. The in- 
struction in Pure Mathematics terminated at the end of the second 
term of the Sophomore year. 

To the course of Pure Mathematics succeeded instruction in 
Natural Philosophy, commencing wiih the third term of the Sopho> 
more year. 

The Juniors entered upon the study of Dynamics at the begin* 
ning, and finished It at the end, of the second term. In the third 
term, the Juniors studied Electricity, Magnetism, and Optics. 

Instruction in Natural Philosophy was continued, in the first term 
of the Senior year, by recitations in Astronomy. 

All the instruction in this branch terminated with the first term of 
the Senior year, with the exception of the Lectures. 

In the Freshman Year. 

The Class was heard during this year in Dirisions, on erery day 
of the week except Saturday, allowing an hour to each Division. 
Time occupied by each student in recitation - 300 hours. 
By the instructer ______ 800 " 

In the Sophomore Tear. 

The Class was heard in Divisions, four days in the week, riz. on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, Fridays, and Saturdays.

luatructioD commenced with the Freshman Class, in Xenophon's 
Anabaus ; the Class being arranged into three sections on the 
principle of proficiency. The system of devoting alternate weeks 
to the Greek and Latin departments having been given up, each 
student was required to attend a recitation daily in holh languages for 
the first five days of the week, half the Class reciting in each bf 
turns on Saturday. 

Durbg the year the whole Class read and reviewed the Anabasis 
of Xenophon, and portions of Herodotus, and the most advanced 
section read, in addition, a part of the Crown Oration of ^schines. 

In the Frahman Year. 

The whole Class recited in this branch in three sections. Five 
hours each week, and one additional hour each fortnight, besides { 
of an hour in history (of which Tytler is the text-book) each week, 
constjlutiog an aggregate of time employed jo recitation for the 
year, of-------- 220 hours. 

The aggregate of the Instructers* time employed in the same reci- 
tations, ior the three sections, including time spent in examining 
written exercises, being about - . - .

In the Sophomore Ttm: 

The arrangement of the Class into three sections on the princi- 
ple of proficiency was also adopted. The sections reciting suc- 
cessively on Tuesday and Thursday and Friday, after morning 
prayer, at study bell, and at 10 o'clock, were so arranged as tliat the 
recitations of the sections should not interfere with those of the 
Latin Department.

This is at present under the superintendence of John W. Webster, 
M. D., Erving Professor of Chemistry and Mineralogy. 

During the first, and part of the second term, the Erving Pro- 
fessor is occupied in giving lectures daily in the Medical School, to 
the medical students four months, including the winter vacation. 

Instruction in Chemistry, at Cambridge, begins with the Juniort, 
as soon after the commencement of the second term as the Medical 
Lectures and Examinations for Medical Degrees close in Boston, 
and continues on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, at 10 
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o'clock, A. M., through the tsnn, mding shout the middle of the 
third term. The Seniors have liberty to attend. 

The Seniori commence the study of Mineralogy in the third 
term, as soon as the Professor has finished Chemistry with the 
Juniors; attending st the 3d hour before the prayer bell in the 
afternoon, and continuing to the end of the term. 

The instruclioQ to the Juniors is given by lectures, and examina- 
tions with the text-book. The time employed being as much as 
the arrangements for other studies permit.

Depibthent or Modern LAKfltrAQEs. 

This was under the temporary superintendence of C- C. Felton, 
A. M. There are in this Dejiartment four instructers, viz. Francis 
Sales, A.M., Instructer in French and Spanish ; PietraBachi, A.M., 
J. U. D., Iijstructer in Italian ; Francis M. J. Surault, Instructer ia 
French ; Herman Bokuni, Inslructer in German. 

The principles which regulate the study of the Modern Languages 
are these : 1. No student is coinpeJIed to study any one of them. 

2. A student choosing to study any one, is bound to persevere ; he 
is not permitted to quit the study until he has learned the language. 

3. Those, who enter upon the study of any language, are formed 
into sections, and carried forward according to their proficiency, 
without reference to the distinction of Classes. 4. The Instructers 
are paid for one half their time only, and the days of iDstniciion are 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. 

The Recitations are held generally during study hours; or A. M. 
from study bell till 12 o'clock, and P. M. from 2 o'clock till 
prayers ; but, to avoid interference with recitations in odier branches, 
some sections have been heard from 12 to I o'clock, and some in 
the evening, during (he past year. 

Two things should be borne in mind, when considering the slate 
of this department. 

1 . The Freshmen never attend in it except as volunteert ; that is, 
as students pursuing the study of some language entirely beyond 
the regular course. The regular students, therefore, were all 
members of the three upper Classes, who chose some Modem Lan- 
guage, as a substitute for other prescribed studies. 

2. The Graduates attending on the instruction of ttu5 depart- 
ment, whose number is considerable, are not noted,

The Professor of Pulpit Eloquence and the Pastoral Care gives 
instruction in the Composition and Delivery of Sermons, and the 
Duties of the Pastoral office, (o the Seaior and Middle Classes, and 
in Elocution to the Junior Class.

The number of Students attending Medical Lectures this season 
(1835-6) is 120. 

The above School is devoted exclusively to Medical Students, 
undergraduates not being permitted to attend. 

Two courses of instruction in each branch, (on« of which must 
be in this School,) are required to be attended by each student, in 
order to obtain a medical degree. 

The school in general may be considered to be prosperous. 

Besides the above Lectures in the Medical School, there is given 
at Cambridge, by one of the Professors of the Theory and Practice 
of Physic, to the undergraduates, a course of Lectures on Hygiene, 
or the Means of Preserving Health and Prolonging Life ; consisting 
of seven Lectures, beginning on the first Monday of the third Term, 
at 11 o'clock, A. M., and continued daily (except on Saturday) as 
far as the stated exercises of the College permit. 

Also, a course of Lectures on Anatomy, by Dr. Warren, consist- 
ing of twenty-five Lectures, beginning to April, and ending in May 
or June.

I^w School. 

This is under the superintendence of the Hon. Joseph Story, 
LL.D., Dane Professor of Law ; and Simon Greenleaf, LL.D., 
Royall Professor of Law. 

The course of instruction in the Law School is as follows : — 

1. Lectures, by the Dane Frofettor of Law, on the Law of Na- 
ture and Nations, and on Chancery, Commercial, Civil, and Consti- 
tutional Law. Lectures, by the Royall Professor, on miscella- 
□eous branches of the Common Law. 

2. Reviews and examinations of the students in the Text-Books. 
These are held five days in the week, and the time occupied by 
each varies from one to two hours for each class. The course of 
study embraces a selection of the best elementary works in each 
branch of the Law, and is intended to he completed in three years. 
The students are referred to a series of leading cases in the Eng- 
lish and American Reports, and to a parallel course of reading, in 
addition to the prescribed course of study. 

3. Moot Courts, for the arguing of questions of law. The^ are 
held every week, by one of the Professors. Four of the students; 
in rotation, appear as counsel. They begin lo take their turn at the 
commencement of the second year of their studies. They have ex- 
tempore disputations and debates on legal and miscellaneous "quea^ 
tions, as voluntary exercises. 

4. Written dissertations on subjects connected with the course of 
study are occasionally rendered. 

5. The students are instructed' in the practice of the courts, in 
the making of writs, preparation of pleadings, and other legal in- 
struments ; and an opportunity is afforded for attending the sittings of 
the State and United Suiea Courts,

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TREASURER'S STATEMENT. 



Thb Treasurer presents herewiili ihe annual statement of the 
pecuniary concerns of ihe College. 

The last exhibit showed the slate of (he College funds and prop- 
erty at the close of the academic year 1834-1835, — 31st Au- 
gust, 1835. 

Since that period there have been received from Daniel P. Par- 
ker, Esq., under the will of the late Miss Sarah Jackson of Boston, 
the sum of Ten Thousand dollars for the benefit of indigent Theo- 
logical Students at the University, — and through the Rev. Pro- 
fessor Henry Ware, Jr. the following donations, viz. from Joshua 
Clapp, Esq., of Leicester, One Thousand dollars for Theological pur- 
poses, — from William Pomroy, Esq., of Northfield, One Thousand 
dollars for the benefit of indigent Theological Students, — and under 
the will of the late Miss Hannah C. Andrews, of Hingham, Five 
Hundred dollars for the use of the Students of the Divinity School ; 
the income of the three last-named donations to be applied under the 
direction of ihe Faculty of the Divinity School. 

The Warren Bridge having become free, the shares owned by 
the College in the Charles River Bridge are of no present value, 
and the Charles River Bridge annuity of 6&6^*-g\ dollars (repre- 
sented in the College books by a capital of 1 1,1 1 l-^W dollars) re- 
mains unpaid. 

The slate of the Law and Divinity Schools, and of the Natural 
History Fund and Fisher Professorship, and of all the different ac- 
counts and funds relaiing to the College, will be found under their 
respective heads. 

The expenses of the past year have been increased, in some de- 
gree, by the enhanced price of labor and provisions, and of most of 
the articles which constitute the general disbursements of the Col- 
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(2) 

lege, aad also by the general freedom of expense that prevaib in 
the commuoity, and which requires to be guarded against with care, 
by all entrusted with the administration of the College concerns. 

The income of the ensuing year is expected to be equal to any 
contemplated expenditure, except what may be required towards the 
erection of the Gore library.
